State chairmen or committeemen, Strte extension Cirectors, State agri- 
cultural ststisticions, State comnissioners or directors of agriculture, 
college farm manegenent svecialists end leaders of other St-te and Federal 
orgenizgntions. One of the main functions of wage borrds is to hold public : 
hearings to obtain informetion and develon retonmendations pertaining to. 
specific arcas, crons, ond cleisses of employees, ond wage rates for snecific 
eroy or oe operations. Apneols for relief from hardshins resulting
